Levi Green, a horse trader, was 
arrested last night by Officer Hans- 
berger and taken before the girl, 
but she said he was not the right 
party, and be, too, was released. 
There are no new developments 
in the case. 
Miss Caton is still 
bedfast and it will be several days 
before she will be able to resume 
her duties at the home where she 
was employed. 
Dr. Gresham, the attending phy­ 
sician, says the girl was without 
question roughly handled by her 
assailant,as was evidenced by finger 
marks on her throat and a wound 
in her back, where she came in 
contact 
with 
a 
sharp 
stone 
or 
pointed strick when she was thrown 
to the ground. 


CHIEF 
Chief Vji PoJ 
\lirs was seen 
by a D e m o c r A i reporter today and 
stated that he understood he had 
been 
subjected 
to 
considerable 
•criticism in certain quarters because 
:rrthe rapist has not been arrested, 
but he thinks such criticism is un­ 
just. 
There is no fund available, 
he says, to pay for sending out 
printed descriptions of the rapist or 
for telegrams, and his salary is not 
sufficiently large to incur the ex­ 
pense that would of necessity be 
incurred in doing what should be 
done. 


On the night the crime was com ­ 
mitted he and Sheriff Williams sent 
out several messages, dividing the 
expense 
between them, and they 
have no sure thing that the bills 
will be allowed by the council and 
county court. 
Chief Kahrs thinks the court and 
counciTshould ere this have had a 
conference and offered a reward for 
the arrest of the fiend, and also ap­ 
propriated a sum for the payment 
of incidental expenses that might 
necessarily be incurred by the sher­ 
iff and himself in an earnest en­ 
deavor to apprehend the criminal. 


BLOODHOUNDS ARE WANTED. 
East Sedalia is not the only sec­ 
tion of the city where the women 
are 
excited 
over 
the 
assault of 
Tuesday night. 
The wife of one of 
Sedalia’ 
s leading business men said 
to the D e m o c r a t last night: 
“ The state of affairs here is de­ 
plorable in the extreme, and about 


the worst in the history of the city. 
In the past few months there have 
been four or five cases of women 
being criminally assaulted and in 
none of them has the guilty party 
been detected. 
“ It seems to me that Mayor Has- 
tain, Chief of Police Kahrs, Sheriff 
Williams. Constable Price and the 
members 
of the council owe it to 
themselves 
to rid the cuy of the 
class of people who are likely to 
commit crimes of 
this character. 
Miss Caton is only a working girl,

is all that is standing in the

that if he will appeal to the women 
of the city for funds they will raise

a dozen 
bloodhounds.

T h e people of Sedalia expect the 
police 
force

BLACKLISTS AN EMPLOYE. 


At Least This Is the Charge Agaiust 
Him—He Gives Bond for His 
Ap p earance. 


Assistant General Manager An­ 
drew A. Allen, of the M., K. & T. 
railroad, 
was arrested 
Thursday 
morning on a warrant charging him 
with black listing Michael Kelly , a 
discharged emp loy e, and p reventing 
him from obtaining emp loy ment, 
say s y esterday ’s St. 
Louis Post- 
Disp atch. 
The information was sworn out 
Thursday morning by Kelly before 
Prosecuting Attorney Mulvihill,who 
a t once issued the warrant. 
The railroad official was notified 
by telep hone. 
He went p rorap tly 
to the four courts, accomp anied by 
General Solicitor James Hagerraan, 
and filed a $200 bond. 
Mr. Allen ap p eared annoy ed, but 
affected to mak e light of Kelly ’s 
case. 
Kelly is a member of the Order 
of Railway Conductors. 
They are 
back ing him in the suit. 
It is the 
intention to mak e a test case and 
see if the black list sy stem cannot 
be abolished. 
Kelly 
was a conductor on the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas. Some 
time ago he was discharged from 
the emp loy of the comp any . 
He 
was charged with collecting cash 
fares and not turning in cash fare 
slip s accounting for the collections. 
The alleged shortage, it is said, was 
discovered through a local detec­ 
tive agency . 
Kelly claimed he was not guilty 
of “ k nock ingdown,” and demanded 
an investigation. 
He claims it was 
not granted. 
It is further alleged that 
Kelly 
ascertained through some means a 
k nowledge of the case as rep orted 
to the detectives, and was p rep ared 
to p rove the falsity of the charge. 
He say s he can p rove that the 
man he i?||ccused of collecting cash 
from ancFnot turning in to the com­ 
p any did not p ay cash at all, but 
p resented a tick et regularly p ur­ 
chased. 
After he was discharged he could 
not find emp loy ment on any other 
railroad. 
Wherever he would ap p ly 
for work , as soon as they found out 
who he was, he was told he could 
not be given emp loy ment. 
He alleges it was because of the 
^‘black list sheet,” which had been 
issued by Assistant General Mana­ 
ger Allen, and sent to the manage­ 
ment of every other railroad in the 
country . 
Kelly p resented to the p rosecut­ 
ing attorney a cop y of the black lLst. 
Beside his own name, showing that 
he had been discharged for collect­ 
ing fares and not rep orting the 
same., there were the names of sixty 
other men who had been discharged 
for various offenses. 
Mr. Alien was immediately noti­ 
fied of the issuance of the warrant.
